The. report said: “The cloud

After one hour 
the top of the. cloud was well 
above 30,000 feet. 

“This top mushroom had shot 
out’ and up from the original 
mushroom, but after one hour 
this top was 1 huge hazy cloud 
distinguished from other na- 
tural clouds around it only by 
a slightly brown colour. It 
was probably 20 miles wide.” -: , 

It was estimated officially 
that the mashrooming cloud did 
not rise above 85,000 feet. -This

The bomb burst as scen from 
the Appalachian waa somewhat 
hike a fairly . unusual sunset.

in lieu of rice, a week. Each 
person would yet 9 tauels of noo-

well as rather more. than two 
pounls of fish, which had pre- 
viously not been available to this 
extent in nll areas of the United 
States -zone. A 

Old people of over 70 yenrs of 
age will receive halfta pint of 
skimmed milk or evaporated mill 
and people without gardens will 
recciye one tin of dried vegetables. 

These increases, although small, 
will alleviate a lot of town dwel-! 
lers who are less able to eupple- 
ment their meagre rations and will! 
Increase their total to 1,225 | 
calories, 

It must not.be assumed, how- 
ever, that official rations 
rent all the food consumed by 
Germans in the United States 
zone. In Bavarln and Wuertem- 
berg especially, gardens and allot- 
ments abound, and in ndditton 
there fs an -nctive ‘Black Market 
which is tuo extensive and under- 
xround for cither the United 
States or the German anthorities
